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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To remove simply and safely a substance sticking to the surface of 
a solid body by pressing a self-adhering sheet formed by applying an adhesive 
on the sticking substance so as to melt-bond the adhesive to the substance and 
by stripping the sheet. 

CONSTITUTION: A self-adhering sheet formed by applying an adhesive 3 to one 
side of a film 4 such as a polyethylene film is heated to about 40∼50°C 
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with a drier or the Hke to lower the viscosity of the adhesive 3. The 
adhering surface of the sheet is brought into contact with the seaUng surface 
of a sliding seal 1 and the sheet is pressed with a roller or the like. The 
adhesive 3 melts, penetrates through fine particles 2 of iron oxide or the like 
sticking to the sealing surface and bonds to the particles 2. The sheet is 
stripped from the sealing surface after cooling. The particles 2 sticking to 
the sealing surface are thoroughly removed together with the sheet. 
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
